To the Inhabitants of Dalton, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Dalton on Tuesday, the 11th day of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects. The polls 
will be open at 12 o’clock and will close at 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year including one selectman for two years to fill a vacancy 
created by a resignation. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen the 
right to issue temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget for 
1969 as prepared by the Selectmen and appropriate the 
amounts therein or to make any changes. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
take options on land for the future benefit of the town, such 
options to be in effect until the next regular town meeting, 
and appropriate for the purpose a sum of money not to ex- 
ceed $500.00. 


5. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred and Fifty Dol- 
lars, ($350.00) to purchase and install a dry hydrant, and 
to aid in further development of the picnic area. 


6. (By Request) To see if the Town of Dalton will vote 
to permit the Town of Whitefield to construct a sewerage 
disposal system in Dalton near the Whitefield - Dalton town 
line, such site having been approved by the State of New 
Hampshire and the Selectmen of Dalton. 


7. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote to refuse 
permission to other towns for a sewage disposal plant of 
any type to be located on land within the Dalton township. 


8. (By Request) To see if the Town will vote a sum of 
$800 for cleaning brush along the Forest Lake Road from 
the cemetery at the former Kelso Schoolhouse to the im- 
provements at the new Forest Lake development and else- 
where should this sum prove sufficient for additional work. 


9. (By Request) To see if the Town will widen the For- 
est Lake road between the end of the Greason and the Wal- 
ton and Grenier cottages. 


10. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

The Town of Dalton Conservation Commission was author- 
ized in accordance with R.S.A. 86-A. The powers of the 
Commission are investigative and advisory. Any recom- 
mendations advanced by its members would be subject to a 
vote at town meetings. The Commissioners are appointed by 
the Selectmen. 

On Tuesday, January 30, 1968, the first meeting of the 
Commission was held. Mr. Ted Hutchinson and Mr. Bill 
Wilson, of the Soil Conservation Office, were present, and 
suggested plans for the future. The members realized that if 
a Dalton Conservation Commission were to function proper- 
ly a full quota was necessary. By request, the Selectmen 
were asked to appoint the new members. The appointments 
were as follows: Leo St. Cyr, Edward Driscoll, Frank L. 
Ashmore, and Willard Streeter. 

A picnic area was developed on the property of Mr. and 
Mrs. Leo St. Cyr, Mrs. Lillian Adams family, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Bliss Burbank. Countless hours were involved by the 
townspeople in this project, which is near completion. 

The Commission wishes to install a dry hydrant for fire 
protection. The project has to be completed by April 30, 
1969 according to the requirements of the Water Resources 
Board. 

The Commission would like to express its thanks to Mr. 
and Mrs. Burbank, Mr. and Mrs. St. Cyr and Mrs. Lillian 
Adams family for their cooperation in the development of 
the picnic area. We would also like to thank those people 
who devoted their time in helping to make this project a 
possibility.

At the Spring Immuniz- 
ation Clinics held in Whitefield, 18 Dalton preschool children 
were immunized. One child attended the Pediatric Cardiol- 
ogy Clinic in Lancaster. 

The opportunity to receive the benefits of medical science 
and enjoy good health has become a basic human right. 

Today, your community is faced with the challenge of 
chronic illness and especially with the need to provide a 
gamut of supportive services for people in their homes. To 
meet the challenge, Public Health Nursing services must be 
available in your community. Service that will help all 
citizens reach and maintain optimal health and reach the 
people where they are. The accent should be on cooperative 
undertakings. Coordination will have to be achieved not 
only horizontally within each community, but also vertically, 
between smaller and larger communities. 

Supporting and sponsoring service is a community’s ex- 
pression of concern for individuals, its investment in human 
resources, and its wish to help individuals realize their maxi- 
mum potential. Your community needs this service now, 
and immediate planning should be undertaken to mobilize 
the resources to meet the health needs in your community.
